The only thing missing, it seems, is the 
marriage. 

“We plan on getting married,” Peltier, 22, 
said, “when money permits.” 

It’s a common story growing more com- 
mon in the economic downturn. New U.S. 
census estimates show the number of unmar- 
ried couples living together spiked nationally 
during the recent recession. 

Demographers believe the increase is cou- 
ples delaying marriage because of the cost, 
avoiding marriage altogether or moving in 
without a long-term plan because of short- 
term financial pressures. 

While cohabitation has increased in the 
past 30 years, the 12 percent uptick since 2009 
surprised experts. 

“Usually when you see a big change like 
that,” said Census researcher Rose Kreider, 
“we’ve done something wrong.” 

Kreider verified the increase and found 
a likely explanation: Couples who recently 
moved in together were less likely to have jobs 
than couples who lived together more than a 
year. 

Joblessness “might be one of the push fac- 
tors getting these couples to say ‘OK, do we

really need two addresses? Maybe it’s just time 
we moved in,’ ” she said. 

Most unmarried couples living together 
will split up or get married within two years, 
said Sheela Kennedy a University of Minne- 
sota demographer who studies cohabitation. 
Only 14 percent are unmarried and living to- 
gether five years later. 

Beyond economics, a major reason for 


more cohabitation is couples who have chil- 
dren but don’t get married, she said. For oth- 
ers, moving in is a “natural extension of dat- 
ing,” she said. 

“First you leave a toothbrush, and then 
maybe some clothes, and then eventually it 
doesn’t make sense to pay rent on two apart- 
ments,” Kennedy said. 

Census data can’t discern whether couples 


living together will marry when the economy 
and job outlooks improve. 

“People could be deciding, ‘We’ve got to 
put off the marriage because we don’t have 
a job,’ ” said Steven Ruggles, director of the 
University of Minnesota’s state Population 
Center. “That seems very plausible. We could 
have pent-up demand then if we get out of the 
recession.”

New app will make 
you an instafan 


I spend a lot of time on Twitter and Facebook. I remember a time 
when I convinced myself there was nothing else worthy of using 
because I can do it all on those two platforms. 

But I was wrong. A colleague turned me on to a free iPhone app 
called Instagram, and based on what IVe seen and read I believe this 
app has the potential to become the next social media phenomenon. 

Instagram is all about photos, but it goes so far beyond the photos 
you post to Facebook and Twitter, although you can do that directly 
from Instagram.

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Chicago butchers rising in popuiarity as customers 
get more interested in where their steaks come from

You couldn’t be blamed for glossing over the butcher shop near Milwaukee and 
Oakley avenues. 

After all, the glass storefront and decor of Sterling Goss look more like Wil- 
liams-Sonoma than a slaughterhouse. 

Midnight blue walls, lofted ceilings and exposed pipes are accented by grocery 
products nested in wicker baskets with artificial ivy There is a large table and 
comfy chairs where customers can dine, and perhaps most importantly, there is 
nary a spot of blood anywhere. 


“Oftentimes, we’re referred to as a ‘yuppie 
butcher shop,’ ” said the shop’s owner, Terry 
Walsh, a banker-turned-butcher who inher- 
ited his passion for breaking down— aka 
carving up— cows, chickens and pigs for dis- 
criminating customers. Walsh’s grandfather 
operated a successful butcher business with 
locations in Chicago and New York, and it’s 
still being run by a cousin. But Walsh takes 
a different approach to getting customers 
through the doors of Sterling Goss. Part of it 
is a lack of obvious animal parts, other than 
what’s in the display cases. 

“Our whole goal is to attract singles and 
families to the area, and they may not come 
in if they saw blood,” Walsh said, gesturing 
to an area out of view to customers where 
the real bloody butcher work is done. “We 
cater to a lot of young people these days, and 
they have different expectations than some 
of the older customers.” 

It’s a similar story at Paulina Meat Market, 
a business that has been around since 1949 
in various area locations, current owner Bill 
Begale said. Begale, a butcher, took over the 
place in 1984 and has gained minor fame for 
football-shaped sausages sold in honor of the 
Bears. Begale says recent reports concerning 
food contamination combined with the lo- 
calvore and foodie movements are putting 
butcher shops — and the butchers behind 
the counter— on a pop pedestal of sorts. 

Increasingly, chefs are interested in get- 
ting in on the action, including Mado restau- 
rant owner Rob Levitt, who butchers whole 
pigs and chickens for his patrons. So high is 
the demand for education in butchering that 


a local butcher and meat marketing and edu- 
cational consultant, Kari Underly is writing 
a book called “The Art of Beef Cutting,” due 
out next summer. 

“People really care what they are putting 
in their mouths,” Begale said during an inter- 
view at the Lakeview meat market where he, 
his wife, his 25-year-old son and his 22-year- 
old daughter were hard at work behind the 
scenes. “[Customers] ask a lot of questions 
about where we get the meat and poultry 
we’re serving, and here they get answers. We 
get our beef from one place, our lamb from 
another and our chicken from another ... the 
chain is really clear here.” 

The chain isn’t as clear to customers when 
it comes to some large meat and poultry re- 
tailers, Begale and other butchers said. Some 
butcher regulars have specifically mentioned 
their wariness in the wake of the Iowa-based 
Wright County egg recall this summer due 
to salmonella and a ground beef E. coli out- 
break at a Pennsylvania-based Cargill plant 
this summer. 

“Here, people have someone they can 
hold responsible because they are customers 
you see every day,” Walsh said. “With ground 
beef, they know it’s us who grinds it down.” 

The foodie craze also is ushering in new cli- 
ents, with popular shows such as “Top Chef” 
inspiring wannabe gourmets to seek higher 
quality ingredients, Walsh and Begale said. 

‘A lot of people ask us for tips on how to 
prepare dishes,” said Begale, whose store 
offers recipe suggestions to curious custom- 
ers. The shop also has partnered with chefs, 
including celebrity chef Stephanie Izard 



of Girl & The Goat, for demonstrations 
through a program called “Meat the Chefs.” 

Walsh works with chefs to get the word 
out about the value of butcher-sourced 
meats. He also directs more cost-conscious 
customers toward sausages, less expensive 
offerings he said rise in popularity during 
summer months. 

He will begin directing patrons to less 
costly comfort foods from pot roasts to pork 
shoulders as temperatures cool. 

Walsh said he sometimes worries the 
economy will dampen what seems to be re- 


newed interest in the butcher shop —which 
typically charge higher than retail because 
meat there is sold at a much lower volume, 
advertised as raised on regional or local 
farms, and requires more preparation. 

For example, on a recent Monday, Jewel- 
Osco in the South Loop displayed lamb loin 
chops for 70 cents per pound. At Paulina 
Meat Market, lamb loin chops— which come 
in from Colorado, owner Begale said— re- 
tailed for $17.75 per pound. A boneless 
choice beef loin top sirloin retailed for $1.09 
per pound at that same Jewel, while Paulina 
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Rob Levitt Age: 34

How he started: Levitt began butchering in 2005, and now he even prefers it to cooking, he said. Levitt, who fell in love with 
the craft while training as a chef, bases his restaurant’s reputation on a “whole animal” promise, which he fulfills by buying 
entire pigs and chickens from his regional suppliers and then creatively butchering them so that little is wasted. 

Why he continues: Levitt said what he is doing is catching on with customers, but he wants the localvore and whole-food 
movements to go beyond well-heeled patrons. 

“I’m hoping that with books like “Omnivore’s Dilemma” and “Food Inc.” reaching a larger audience that people are start- 
ing to realize it’s not about being trendy or hip,” Levitt said. “It’s about the health and the quality of what you are putting in 
your body and feeding your family. Also, when you get good quality product, it tastes better.”

Why he does it: Sef rna started out in food service jobs; he recently began working with Sterling 
Goss butcher shop owner Terry Walsh to become a butcher. His job has become more presti- 
gious in the eyes of friends and family recently, he said, and he loves learning the craft. 

“There’s the whole sustainability and green angle,” Sefrna said of his customers’ interest in 
buying beef-and other meats-from Sterling Goss. “You get really educated in where these 
animals come from and how they’ve been treated.” 



Neighborhood: West Loop 
Profession: butcher, author, and founder 
of Range-a company that consults on 
meat industry issues 
How she started: “My grandpa, grandma 
and dad were all butchers,” said Underly, 
who recently won a butcher’s compe- 
tition put on by Protein University, an 
online resource and video library for 
butchers.

Underly completed a three-year appren- 
ticeship at a grocery store in South Bend, 
Ind., and though she left the grocery in- 
dustry in ’97, said she hopes to open her 
own butcher shop soon. “It’s one of my 
dreams with a deadline,” Underly said. 
Why she continues: Underly believes 
that butchering is an art and that know- 
ing it shows respect for the animals we 
consume. She said she is encouraged 
by seeing 30-somethings at the seminar 
her company. Range, puts on to teach 
about butchering, and she also is famil- 
iar with more women getting into the 
industry. “There are some ladies, young 
girls, opening a butcher shop in L.A. in 
December,” Underly said. “I know anoth- 
er group of ladies opening a similar busi- 
ness in San Francisco. I really like when 
women get to come out and see me 
handling my knives at a seminar. It gives 
them inspiration to do this, and that’s one 
of my favorite aspects of what I do.”

charged $10.25 per pound for a similar 
cut of meat. But if patrons really think 
about it, Begale and other butchers said, 
they still can get a lot of pork, poultry or 
beef for their buck. 

“When you go to a big store, you might 
have to buy frozen meat to save or buy 
two steaks at a time because that’s how 
it’s packaged,” Sterling Goss’s Walsh said. 
“Here, you can pick out exactly the quan- 
tity you want. You can have a nice dinner 
and no waste. It takes planning, but you

AUTO 
THEFTS 
SPIKE 
IN CITY

Any annoyance Nadia Toledo’s faltering 1996 Chevrolet 
Cavalier gave her paled in comparison to the anger she felt 
when the car was stolen from in front of her Little Village 
home this month. 

“It gave me rage,” Toledo, 27, said Thursday more than 
a week after the car that serves as a lifeline for her family 
disappeared. 

The Ogden Police District on the West Side, where To- 
ledo lives, has seen a more than 50 percent jump in auto 
thefts in the first eight months of the year compared with 
the same time last year. 

At a time when Chicago police are trumpeting decreas- 
es in homicides and other violent crimes, auto thefts have 
spiked almost 23 percent in the first nine months of the 
year as compared with the same period last year, according 
to data provided by police. Since January, 13,594 vehicles 
have been stolen in the city, up more than 2,500 vehicles 
from 2009. 

While police officials say a large drop in auto thefts last 
year makes current numbers appear high by comparison, 
the city’s surge runs counter to state, suburban and na- 
tional trends, statistics show A sampling of large suburban 
police departments found almost all have seen fewer auto 
thefts this year. 

And nationally thefts were down for the sixth straight 
year, by 17 percent according to the FBI, to the lowest to- 
tal in more than 20 years. Police credit part of the decrease 
to improved anti-theft measures such as car locks, immo- 
bilizers and trackers. 

Chicago police Sgt. Phil Cappitelli investigates auto 
thefts and partly credits those advances in theft deter- 
rence with some of last year’s drop. 

He was less sure why theft numbers are rising this year, 
though he speculated that a tougher economy may have 
spurred thieves to go after older model vehicles for quick 
cash. Older models have less complicated door locks and 
ignitions, making them popular targets for joy riders and 
those who sell to scrappers. 

“Back in the day you could steal a car with a screw- 
driver,” Cappitelli said. “I could steal it in 30 seconds. You 
can’t do that anymore ... the older vehicles are still easily 
taken, a lot easier than the newer vehicles.” 


Community mourns 
slain store owner

It was the $40 he gave customer Chandran 
Murray so she could keep her car, the bus 
passes he’d front patron Louise White so 
she could go to school and the visit to the 
hospital when regular Robert Winston had 
heart surgery 

It was those small gestures that made Bas- 
sam “Ollie” Naoum, a convenience store own- 
er near the Cabrini-Green housing project, a 
pillar of the community and drew dozens of 
neighbors to Naoum’s Near North Side conve- 
nience store Sunday Many could not fathom 
why their beloved and generous shopkeeper 
had been shot to death the night before. 

For decades, Naoum chose to work near 
Cabrini-Green because he wanted to help 
out the community friends said. 

“He thought he could make a difference 


across the street from a building where peo- 
ple didn’t have anything,” said Alex Latifi, 
who has known Naoum for about 35 years. 

Latifi would chastise Naoum for carrying 
large amounts of cash. 

“I always asked him why he had so much 
cash and he said, ‘Because if people asked for 
cash, I have to give [it],’ ” Latifi said. 

Latifi said that over the years, his friend 
confided that he had helped out people by 
giving out food, shoes and even helping 
pay for tuition for some children whose 
parents couldn’t afford to send them to col- 
lege. Naoum could always be counted on to 
donate food or money to community and 
church events, shop regulars said. 

‘All you had to do was say, ‘Ollie, can I bor- 
row?’ ” said Steve Mitchell, 41. “He would 
give you what he got.”

Rescued miners 
return for prayers 


□ COPIAPO, Chile Some of the 33 min- 
ers who were rescued last week after 
69 days trapped underground returned 
Sunday for an emotionally charged reli- 
gious service at the northern Chilean mine 
that almost became their tomb. 

The miners, their families and friends 
attended an interfaith ceremony led by 
clergy from several religions at the mouth 
of the San Jose copper and gold mine 
from which they were hoisted to freedom 
Wednesday in a flawless rescue operation 
watched around the world. 

The private service was held in the area 
known as “Camp Hope,” the tent city 
where family members gathered to pray 
and await news about their husbands, sons 
and fathers trapped for more than two 
months at 2,050 feet underground.

No takeaways. No third-down conver- 
sions. No sacks. 

No chance for the Bears. 

“None of us looked good today” Bears 
coach Lovie Smith said after Sunday’s 23- 
20 loss to Seattle. “We got our butts beat.” 

And for the second straight game— for 
him at least— quarterback Jay Cutler was 
one of the Bears getting beat regularly He 
was sacked six times. This two weeks af- 
ter being sacked nine times in New ^rk, 
leading to a concussion that forced him 
out last week in Carolina. 

Smith, however, would not take the op- 
portunity to blame the embattled offen- 
sive line for Cutler’s sacks. 

“If you get sacked, it can be the offen- 
sive line,” he said. “The backs are involved 
in protection. Tight ends are, quarter- 
backs are involved, receivers are. It’s hard 
to put it all on any one group. Just like 
when there’s a successful play, you can’t 
put that all on just one group. Everyone 
had their moments when they didn’t get 
the job done. 

“This was a team effort— team-wise, we 
didn’t play well enough to win. We’ll get it 
fixed. Next week, we’ll show up and play 
better.” 

The Bears, who were o-for-12 on third- 


down conversion attempts, fell to 4-2. 
Seattle (3-2) won its first road game of the 
season. 

“We didn’t get it done today” said Cut- 
ler, who was i7-of-39 for 290 yards. 

The Bears played without linebacker 
Lance Briggs, who was out with an ankle 
injury, and that might have something to 
do with the defense’s lack of bite. The 
Bears did not force a turnover and failed 
to sack Seattle quarterback Matt Hassel- 
beck. 

Bears defensive ends Julius Peppers and 
Israel Idonije were among those frustrated 
by the elusive signal caller. 

“He’s a veteran quarterback ... does 
a great job getting rid of the ball,” said 
Idonije, who had a career-high three sacks 
the previous weekend at Carolina. “It was 
a tough day, but we had opportunities. Me, 
myself ... we had some opportunities to 
get him down. Gotta get him down with 
the ball.” 

Matt Forte put the Bears on top early 
with a 6 -yard touchdown run, but that was 
about all the Soldier Field faithful would 
see of him. He ran seven other times for 
just 5 yards. Devin Hester returned a punt 
late for a touchdown, but he also was a 
non-factor for most of the game.

BROUWER SURGE 


BLACKHAWKS WINGER TAKES SIMPLE 
APPROACH TO SHAKING OFF SLOW START 


In what Troy Brouwer and the Blackhawks’ coach- 
ing staff hope will be a breakthrough season for 
the winger, it has been a slow start. 

Through the first six games, Brouwer has no 
goals and three assists and has been in a battle for 
ice time with other forwards as the Vancouver na- 
tive searches for some consistency 
“It’s definitely not the start I wanted,” said 
Brouwer, who is eighth among Hawks forwards 
with 13 minutes, 33 seconds of ice time per game. 

“I wasn’t good enough in camp or exhibitions. 

That’s why I’m in the situation I’m in right now 
[in terms of playing time]. Once you’re in a situ- 
ation like this, it’s tough to work your way out of 
it. I’m just working hard and trying to do the right 
things and not squeeze my stick too tight. Hope- 
fully the coaches will be able to see I’m working 
hard and trying my best.” 

It’s no coincidence Brouwer was a human 
wrecking ball during the Hawks’ 4-3 victory over 
the Sabres on Saturday night at the United Gen- 
ter. In his best effort of the season, Brouwer had a 
game-high ii hits in 14:49 to take over the team lead with 17 hits. 

“Last season I would have five or six hits in a game and they were the best 
games of my season,” Brouwer said. “I have to pick up the physical play 

“I’m one of those players that the simpler I keep it the better I am. A lot of 
players will tell you when they’re struggling they try to do too much and that’s 
when you can get yourself in worse trouble. That’s kind ofwhat I’ve been doing.”
